Twenty nine of 
these have been removed by 
the owner, 23 the city hauled 
to the car pound and eight 
were taken by the city to the 
dump. 

“The problem we are now 
faced with," Mathis said, “is 
finding cars that have had 
notices placed оп Вет moved 
by ‘the owner to another lo- 
cation but: still on city right 
of way.” 

There are still about 25 
cam on city right of way 
Mathis estimated. These should 
be removed within the next 
week, 

Placing notices on the 60 
cars started on July 14, 
Huguely reported. The city 
has a continious program 
for the removal of these cars 
and the concentrated effort 
last week was ordered to tie in 
with the county effort to re- 
moye cars from private pro-

Collection 
Of Water Bills 
$ tiffened 


South Bay City Com- 
mission stiffened their policy 
on delinquent water bills in 
the meeting Monday. 

The Commissioners gave 
Mn. E. W. Weaver, City 
Clerk, full. authority to collect 
water bills under more strin- 
gent regulations. 

A delinquent fee of 5% with 
а $50 minimum will be 
charged for bills not paid by 
the 10th day of the month. 
Water bills are mailed on the 
2204 of the month, Mrs. 
Weaver said. A second billing 
will be made and if not paid 
within five days, water will 
be cut off. 

To reestablish water service 
the customer will have to pay 
the bill in full-plus a “turn оп" 
charge of $2. 

‘The Commissioners, in other 
business, took- under consi- 
deration the adoption of a 
minimum interest for tax deeds 

rchased. At present, Mrs. 

eaver interest rate is 
set at 18% a year: If the tax 
certificate is redeemed after 
one month the interest charge 
is 144%, which is too low an 
enticement for purchasers. 
Establishing a minimum in 
line with other communities, 
may encourage to buying of 
more tax certificates. The 
commission is considering a 
$C, minimum charge but 
wants to have more informa- 
lion before taking action, Mrs. 
Weaver said, 

The stray dog problem was 
also discussed and another 
rabies clinic was proposed. 
Commissioners warned that 
the dog tag law would be more 
consistantly enforced. Com- 
missioners said that a rabies 
clinic held several months ago 
produced no results.

land may call 996-6848, The 
removal is free to the proper- 
ty owner. The Municipal Sal- 
vage cooperation under con- 
tract with the county plans 
to haul the cars to Tampa 
where they will be sold for 
scrap metal.

Redish Electric, who 
installed the original unit, will 
bring the capacity up 10 air 
conditioning engineers stand- 
ards with the addition of a five 
ton unit at his cost of appro. 
ximately $2,000. This would 
include minor changes in the 
duct work for efficient opera- 
tion of the two units, Huguely 
said, 


Redish Electric has offered 
to install the second unit at 
cost because of reflection cast 
оп the firm because the eight 
ton unit does not do the job, 
Huguely said.

— Dr, Tomas Baker, Presi- 
dent, Chamber of Commerce 
and Dr. Don Fleihs asked the 
commission to consider the 
purchase of additional equip- 
ment for mowing in the city 
The Commissioners took the 
request ünder consideration, 
stating that it would be neces- 
sary to determine how to 
charge property owners for 
mowing lots where growth was 
over city standards which is 
24 inches.

— The Commissioner voted 
to give the use of the old Li- 
brary building to the police 
department detective bureau.

At the City Council meeting 
Tuesday, Otis Jordan, Chair- 
man of the Glades Citizens 
Association, presented а ге- 
quest to the Council to re- 
place the two members of the 
Pahokee Housing . Authority 
Board, whose 4 year terms are 
expiring, with two Negro re- 
presentatives. 

The standard rules for all 
housing authorities state that 
members of the boards must 
be recommended by the mayor 
and presented to the City 
Council for approval. A letter 
from Jordan had been pre- 
viously received by Mayor 
Duncan Padgett requesting the 
two Negro appointments. 

Mayor Padgett stated that 
he had nothing against having 
Negroes on the Housing Au- 
thority, but the Housing Au- 
thority is in the middle of a 
$5,000,000 project and felt 
that it was  betler to 
keep the same members, 
who are familiar with the pro 
ject, rather than to “change 
horses in the *middle of- the 
stream.” 

Jordan brought to 
Mayors attention that the 
Housing Authority at the 
present, is completely white, 
and is representing both whites 
and Negroes. He said that a 
majority of the occupants 
of the Housing Project 
are Negro and that they 
should have representatives. 

Chairman, Oscar Dobrow 
stated that the present mem- 
bers have been working on the 
project since it was begun and 
have the practical experience 
which qualifies them to con- 
tinue work on the project, 
rather than having the mayor 
appoint new members who will 
have to be broken in and are 
not familiar with the project, 
whether Negro or white, 

Councilman George Tucker 
moved to accept the recom- 
mendation by Mayor Padgett, 
to reappoint R. D. Apelgren 
to his duties on the Pahokee 
Housing Authority. This mo- 
tion died from lack of a sec- 
ond. Councilman Tucker also 
moved that the other Hous- 
ing Authority member, whose 
term has expired, H. P. Hol- 
man, be reappointed, on re- 
commendation of the mayor. 
This motion also died from 
lack of a second. 

The Council suggested that 


the 


it recommend some consti- 
tuents to the mayor, both Ne- 
gro and white, who best qualify 
for appointment to the Hous- 
ing Authority. 

Jordan stated that the Ne- 
groes would be best qualified 
to choose the Negro consti- 
tuents who will best represent 
them at the Housing Authority 
meetings. It was decided that 
the Council suggest names to 
the mayor, and the mayor 
would also select qualified 
men for approval by tbe 
Council. 

In other action a delega- 
tion from the block of S. W. 
Street and 14th Terrase at- 
tended the City Council meet- 
ing because of a drainage рго- 
blem, When the housing pro- 
тс) was planned, proper and 
complete drainage was also 
planned, but was never com- 
plefed, and approval of the 
project by the City Council 
was on the faith of the validi- 
ty of the City Engineer's re- 
port, which маз erroneous. 
Councilman Tucker stated that 
he, and the other councilmen 
were acting on the recom- 
mendation of the City Engi- 
neer, in the faith that the pro- 
ject had been completed, and 
drainage sufficient, 

Several homeowners stated 
their complaints to the Council, 
and after much discussion, it 
was decided that culverts be 
planted, to relieve. the imme- 
diate water problem.
